Albert Snyder Is Killed in 
Queens Village With 
Picture Wire. 


BICKERING AT PARTY, 
NIGHT BEFORE, TOLD 


2 Men and 5 Women Under 
Questioning; Daughter 
Discovers Couple. 


New York, March 20 (By A. P.).— 
Albert Snyder, 45, art editor of Motor 
Boating. was found strangled to death 
with picture wire at his home in 
Queens Village today. His wife, Ruth, 
was bound and gagged, but was un- 
hurt. 

The crime was discovered by their 
9-year-old daughter, Lorraine, who 
heard her mother faintly thumping on 
the door of the little girl’s bedroom. 

Awakened by a faint tapping at her 
bedroom door by her mother, the child 
found her father lying dead on his bed 
with the wire tightly joined around his 
throat. Marks on the head indicated 
he had suffered a succession of blows 
with a blunt instrument. Snyder's 
own pistol was found loaded under his 
pillow. 


Revenge, Police Theory. 


Police said they were certain the 
crime was one of revenge. They 
questioned two women and five men 
and said they also would question 
guests at a party which the Snyders 
attended Saturday evening at a nearby 
home. Police said they learned there 
had been some bickering at the party, 
but were told it was of a harmless sort. 
On regaining consciousness, Mrs. Sny- 
der told police that she and her hus- 
band returned to their home at 1:35 
o’clock this morning. Her husband 
retired immediately. 

“I thought I heard Lorraine stirring 
in her sleep. I went into her room but 
found her sleeping quietly. As I was 
returning to my own room I was seized 
by a big powerful man. I must have 
fainted. That was all I remembered 
until I awakened with my hands and 
feet tied and a gag in my mouth. I 
managed to loosen the rope around my 
wrist and got as far as Lorraine’s door.”

Fifteen thousand motorists yesterday 
entered the traffic maelstrom encircling 
the Tidal basin in Potomac park and 
swept around the sea wall for the sea- 
son's first -glimpse of the Japanese 
cherry blossoms.

Rome, March 20 (By A. P.).—The 
fascist press today declares that Eng- 
land has joined hands with Italy in 
protesting, vigorously to the Jugo- 
Slavian government against the alleged 
bellicose intentions of Belgrade toward 
Albania. 

At the same time, the papers say, the 
Italian representatives in London, Paris 
and Berlin and other large European 
countries presented to the various for- 
eign offices an expression of Italy’s anx- 
iety over the situation on the Jugo- 
slav-Albanian frontier. 

While the newspapers in publishing 
announcements of these diplomatic 
steps continued to seethe with indigna- 
tion over what they describe as the 
provocative attitude of Jugoslavia, the 
Italian foreign office maintained abso- 
lute silence, neither confirming nor de- 
nying the reports of diplomatic action. 

Popolo di Roma says that Gen. Bo- 
drero, Italian representative at Bel- 
grade, presented an official note to 
Minister of Foreign Affairs Peritch as- 
serting that Italy could not remain 
neutral in the face of Jugoslavia's ap- 
parent aggressive intentions toward Al- 
bania. 

Italian Charges Denied. 

Immediately afterward, the paper 
says, the British Ambassador verbally 
informed Foreign Minister Peritch that 
England fully supported the Italian 
view. 

The Italian note, Popolo di Roma 
says, contained allegations that Bel- 
grade was trying to foment and sup- 
port an Albanian revolution. Foreign 
Minister Peritch was declared to have 
answered verbally that the major part 
of the facts cited in the note were in- 
exact and to have avowed that Jugo- 
slavia does not intend to interfere in 
the internal affairs of her southern 
neighbor. 

“A sense of responsibility constrains 
us to limit ourselves to pointing out 
that the excitations and sustainment 
of a revolt in Albania might be ad- 
vantageous to Jugoslavia’s interests,” 
the paper says.

Shanghai, March 21 (Monday) (By 
A. P.).—The Chinese nationalists have 
lentered the native city of Shanghal. 

Gen. Pi Shu-Chen, commander of 
‘the northern forces in Shanghai, is 
reported to have taken refuge in the 
French concession. 

The Cahtonese have cut the Shang- 
hai-Nanking railway. 

Cantonese troops have occupied the 
village of Lunghwa, four miles from 
the French concession in Shangnhal. 

Lunghwa has been Shantungese 
| military headquarters for the Shanghal 
area of occupation. Its capture means 
| that Shanghai is virtually in national- 
| ist hands. 

Another northern setback also took 
place in the capture of Changchow by 
‘the Cantonese, who thus have cut the 
| Nanking-Shanghal railway, isolating the 
'Shantungese in the Shanghai region. 
| The later stages of the advance on 
Shanghai from the south have been 
‘almost bloodless, although firing was 
clearly audible in the outlying sections 
of the settlements Sunday night. 
Thousands of retreating Shantungese 
| passed around Shanghai Sunday and 
Sunday night and it is believed that 
there is none remaining to oppose the 
nationalists in the city. 


Settlements Are Active. 


Shanghai, March 20 (By A. P.).—Na- 
tionalist troops were virtually at the 
| gates of Shanghai tonight. The north- 
erners apparently are not putting up 
resistance anywhere. 

Meantime there is feverish activity 
The barbed 
wire barriers in the French concession 
on the border have all been closed. 
The main barriers of the international 
settlement may be closed at any mo- 
ment. 

Thousands of armed and unarmed 
soldiers are swarming through the 
country outside the foreign settlements 
and every precaution has been taken 
to keep them out. : 

Gen. Pi Hsu-Chen, the Shantung de- 
fender of Shanghai, it is rumored, sent 
a representative to Gen. Ho Ying- 
Ching, the southern commander, to 
discuss the conclusion of a truce in 
order to avoid fighting in the Shanghai 
area. 

Wide Agreement Suspected. 

This, in connection with the fact 
that the Shantung forces have made 
no attempt to hold the southern line 
descending on Shanghai, tends to con- 
firm the belief in foreign military and 
well-informed Chinese circles here that 
some arrangement has been made re- 
garding Shanghai between Gen. Chang 
Kai-Shek, the Cantonese commander 
in chief, and Gen. Chang Tsung-Chang, 
governor of Shanghai, whose where- 
about recently has been a mystery. 
Everything points to such an arrange- 
ment and there is even the possibility 
that there is an understanding be- 
tween Gen. Chang Kai-Shek and 
Marshal Chang ‘Tso-Lin, the Man- 
churian war lord. : 

Seven thousand retreating Shantung 
soldiers arrived outside the French con- 
cession today, but made no attempt to 
enter. It was their presence that caused 
the French to close their wire barriers. 

British troops, beginning tomorrow, 
will occupy the more remote British 
houses which are outside the settle- 
ment boundary. 

The position here tonight is such 
that the southerners can occupy Shang- | 
hail, except the foreign settlements, as 
soon as they care to walk in. 

The industrial situation in the city 
remains unchanged.

Cumberland, Md., March 20.—Former 

United States Senator George L. Well- 

ington died at his home here this after- 


noon of complications. He was 75 years 
old. Stricken by paralysis fifteen years 
ago and almost disabled, he managed 
to get about, and that he survived the 
stroke so long is attributed to his love 
of being out in the open. He took two 
long automobile rides daily, despite 
weather conditions. 

Senator Wellington was out as late 
as jlast Wednesday when he was 
stricken by pneumonia. Heart and 
kidney complications also developed. 

Senator Wellington was a native of 


lington, who emigrated from Germany. 
He had little chance to attend school 
and early in his teens was placed in a 
store on the canal wharf. There be- 
tween times he practically educated 
himself and he lived to be surrounded 
by one of the finest private libraries in 
the State. 


Accountant When 18. 


He was an accountant in the Second 
National Bank when 18 years old and 
was under the late. Lloyd Lowndes, 
president of the bank, whose campaign 
he later managed, Lowndes having been 
the first Republican governor in the 
State in 25 years. The legislature also 
was Republican and it elected Mr. 
Wellington United States senator, shat- 
tering the Eastern Shore precedent, 
which called for one senator from that 
section. 

Mr. Wellington was elected to the 
House of Representative in 1894, but 
was elevated to the Senate befofe he 
could finish his House term. He was 
defeated for Congress in 1892. He was 
much in the public eye because of his 
differences with President McKinley 
over the Philippine question, opposing 
the then so-called “imperialism,” and he 
stumped the West for Bryan when Mc- 
| Kinley ran for his second term. In 
1912 Mr. Wellington supported Roose- 
velt for President on the Progressive 
ticket. He was the Progressive party’s 
nominee for United States senator. 

After this Mr. Wellington gradually 
faded from politics. His first political 
office was treasurer of Allegany county. 
He served four years as United States 
subtreasurer at Baltimore, having been 
appointed by President Harrison. 


Organizer of Bank. 


Mr. Wellington organized the Citi- 
zens National Bank here, of which he 
was president a number of years, and 
also the German Savings Bank, which 
later was merged with the ,Liberty 
Trust Co. He also was president of the 
electric light and street car systems, 
later acquired by the Potomac Edison 
Co., the present operators. He was in- 
terested in a number of local enter- 
‘prises and was the head of the Welling- 
‘ton Glass Co. when the plant was de- 
stroyed by fire. 

‘ He was actively identified with the 
Masonic and Elk and other fraternities. 
He was a Lutheran. He always found 
time for study, despite his many ac- 


‘tivities, and at one time was much 


sought as a public speaker. 

His estate is estimated at $500,000. 
With him when he died were his 
widowed daughters, Mrs. Gretchen 
Humbird and Mrs. Ettchen Reinhart, 
who liyed with their father, and his 
only son, John L. Wellington, assistant 
cashier of the Commercial Savings 
Bank. His wife died about seven years 
ago. The funeral will be held Tuesday 
afternoon.

CHURCH SEEN EXTENDING 
OUOPE OF ACTIVITIES 


Dr. Cadman Declares Respon- 
sibility Covers All Prob- 
lems of Life. 


DISCUSSES THREE TRENDS 


(By the Associated Press.) 


The responsibility of the churches e - 
tends to virtually every phase of na- 
tional and international life, Dr. 5S. 
Parkes Cadman, president of the Fed- 
eral Council of Churches. contends in 
the forthcoming “Handbook of 
Churches” published by the council. 

He points out what he considers 
three outstanding trends in American 
religious life which will make them- 
selves “felt powerfully” in the future. 

“In the first place,” Dr. Cadman says, 
“The American churches are going to 
grapple courageously with great social 
and international qlestions. The day 
is past when any realm of our eco- 
nomic, industrial, social, political or 
international life will be regarded as 
outside of the sphere of responsibility 
of the churches. 


“When, however, the churches at- 
tempt to make their influence felt in 
molding public opinion on great public 
issues, they discover that, if they are 
to do anything effective, they must act 
far more unitedly than has hitherto 
been the case. The realization of this 
fact has led to a second notable trend 
in American religious life, namely, the 
progress of cooperation among the 
churches. 

“The third. tendency in-America_ to- 
day is a returning emphasis on the 
inner life. There has been. altogether 
too much of a tendency to rely upon 
legislation or political measures for se- 
curing advance toward a better human 
life. We have learned now, if we never 
knew before, that it is impossible to 
get golden conduct out of leaden mo- 
tives.” 

Declaring that prohibition had 
already achieved great good in this 
country, Dr. Cadman _ asserts that 
“nothing is clearer than that the real 
success of this great social undertaking 
will be determined by the extent to 
which we are able to educate the in- 
dividual conscience and train the in- 
dividual will in habits of self-control.”

LOSSES FROM LIGHTNING

New Market, Va., March 20.—Claude 
Bell, 15 years old, of Hainesville, Va., a 
runaway student from the _ Virginia 
School for the Deaf and Blind at Staun- 
ton, Va., was killed instantly yesterday 
afternoon when he was struck by a fast 
Southern railroad passenger train a 
short distance from this city. 

The accident occurred during a driv- 
ing rainstorm. It is believed that the 
youth, who was deaf, was blinded by 
the rain and failed to see the train in 
time to leave the tracks. 

He disappeared from the school Sat- 
urday morning after breakfast. School 
officials said they believe he became 
homesick and decided to walk home 
using the railroad tracks as a guide. 
The accident occurred about a mile 
from. New Market at a sharp curve in 
the tracks. 

The engineer of the train saw the boy 
on the tracks as the train rounded the 
curve. He sounded a warning whistle 
and applied the brakes, but could not 
bring the fast train to a stop in time.

Letter and Faint Clew. 


A faint clew is furnished in a letter 
from J. McEwen to his sister, Miss Cora 
in which he said his wife 
was ‘‘very blue,’”’ and that she had said 
“some day she would end it all for the 
boy and herself.” | 

Mrs. McEwen married the boy’s step- 
father, it was revealed in a substantial 
residential district here. 

‘Saturday night Miss Cora McEwen 
received a letter from her brother at 
the place of her employment. In this 
he expressed the fear that something 
direful might happen soon to him and 
“his wife. There also was the puzzling 
statement to the effect that the boy, 
two weeks ago, had been sent to Pitts- 
burgh because he had stolen $20 from 
his mother’s purse. The letter follows: 

“Dear Sis: I have a sad story to tell 
you. I would have written to you at: 
home, but I did not want mother dear 
to know.~ Bob stole $20 from his moth- 
er’s purse and she said she was going 
to send him away, which she did. She 
is very much discouraged. She told me 
that some day she would end it all 
for herself, Bob and me. 

“If she makes good her threat for- 
give us, dearest Sis, and all of you. I 
hope she don’t, but if she does, I want 
to be cremated in my Masonic apron. 

“l want Helen to be cremated also. 
I think that she has sent Bob away to 
Pittsburgh because she is very blue. I 
want you and dad to come over Sunday 
and try to cheer her up. She is my 
wife and [ love her.

After that, they 
conjecture, she may have returned to 
the flat and killed her husband and 
herself, whether through a suicide. pact 
or not may never be known. There 
was no sign of a struggie in the flat, 
indicating that death came swiftly. 

McEwen formerly was a member of 
the Canadian mounted police, but 
since coming to Chicago had been em- 
ployed as a checker at the American 
Can Co. It is not Known where or 
how he met Mrs. McKenzie, or whether 
her former husband is living and if 
so, where'he is. Nothing has‘yet been 
uncovered indicating to whom in Pitts- 
burgh she sent the boy in punishment 
for the theft of money from her purse, 
but the fact that she sent him there 
indicates she might have relatives or 
acquaintances in that city. 

The McEwens lived very quietly and 
their neighbors knew very little about 
them, but all agree they were persons 
of refinement, who sought out no new 
friends and rather shunned any ac- 
quaintances’*with other people in the 
house or the neighborhood. It is said 
the boy, small for his age, was rarely 
seén on the streets or playing with 
other children in the neighborhood. 

Mrs. John McEwen, mother of the 
dead man, is in feeble. health and ef- 
forts are being made to prevent her 
learning of the tragedy, as the knowl- 
edge might prove a fatal shock. What- 
ever the “sad story” her son had to 
tell to his sister and father must re- 
main a secret. It died with the dose 
of cyanide.

The wide avenues of interest in Aaron 
| Sap ro’s $1,000,000 suit against Henry 
Ford converged tonight upon the motor 
manufacturer's possibie appearance this 
week as a witness. 

Ford the individual, the thoughts. 
opinions and personality of the man 
who ran a shoe string and an idea 
into the world’s greatest income, Was 
the appeal. 

Twenty-five years ago the man in the 
street knew the humble night engineer 
for the Detroit Electrical Co. who plan- 
ned a motor car. 

Toda, 
shares a lessened intimacv with the 
rest of the world. They recognize the 
name as synonymous with system, mass 
production, high wages, abhorrence of 
war, and as an escutcheon emblazoned 
across the radiators of millions of 
flivvers. About Friday was the best 
guess of counsel tonight as to when 
Ford, for the second time in his life, 
the central figure in a libel suit woula 
take the stand. Eight years ago he 
sued the Chicago Tribune for $1,000,000 
and won a verdict of 6 cents. 


Ford Aids to Testify. 


Akead of Ford in the witness chair 
will be F. D. Black, business manager 
of the Dearborn Independent; possibly 
Sapiro -himself and W. J. Cameron, 
Ford’s editor, who was on the witness 
stand when court adjourned Friday. 
It was the Ford-owned Independent 
which in 1924 and 1925 printed a se- 
ries of articles which led to the suit. 

Sapiro, a. Chicago attorney at law, 
who admittedly never plowed a furrow 
or hoed a row of corn, claimed that his 
reputation as an organizer of farmers’ 
cooperative organizations was damaged 
to the extent of $1,000,000. 

Sapiro was accused in the articles 
of connection with an international 
Jewisk conspiracy to control agricul- 
ture, of seeking to spread communism 
and the principles of “red Russia” and 
of exploiting the American farmer to 
the extent of nearly $1,000,000 in fees. 

Several nationally known figures 
mentioned by the Independent in con- 
nection with the alleged conspiracy to 
control agriculture will not be called as 
witnesses, C. B. Longley, of defense 
counsel, announced tonight. They are 
Bernard Baruch, member of the War 
Industries Board under President 
Woodrow Wilson; Albert D. Laskey, 
former chairman of the United States 
Shipping Board; Eugene Meyer, jr., for- 
mer managing director of. the War Fi- 
nance Corporation, ,and Robert W. 
Bingham, publisher of the Louisville 
Courier-Journal and the Louisville 
Times. ' 

Cameron's testimony was halted 
when William Henry Gallagher, attor- 
ney for Sapiro, demanded that a. copy 
of every issue of the Dearborn In- 
dependent printed since it was taken 
over by the Ford family be brought 
into court. He also demanded all 
records of the publishing company for 
that period. 

Gallagher voiced the demand after 
he was blocked in his efforts to de- 
termine by testimony of Cameron the 
nature of Ford’s conferences.with his 
editorial staff. 

Judge Fred M. Raymond sustained 
defense objections to Gallagher’s ques- 
tions dealing in generalities. With a 
truckload of papers Gallagher expects 
to continue tomorrow with direct ques- 
tions based upon specific information 
divulged by an examination of the 
weekly and the records. 

From Cameron, it was believed, Gal- 
lagher 'was trying to bring out Ford’s 
attitude toward an alleged international 
Jewish ring to exploit agriculture. 
Sapiro, in the Dearborn Independent 
articles, was accused of being a mem- 
ber of that ring. 

Mr. Gallagher refused to reveal his 
motives in putting his questions to 
Cameron. 

“I would rather not let the defense 
know what I had in mind,” he toid 
newspaper men. 

Cameron did admit editorial differ- 
ences of opinion with Ford, but as an 
illustration said the motor manufac- 
turer regarded soviet Russia leniently, 
while the Independent opposed bol- 
shevism. 

Although called by the plaintiff, Cam- 
eron was not a Sapiro witness. He 
took the stand under the Michigan law 
which permits a witness to’ be called’ 
first for cross-examination. . Any state- 
ments made by him not favorable to 
Sapiro would, therefore, not be bind- 
ing on the piintiff. : 


May Use State Statutes. 


A Federal court, if so inclined, may 
follow the statutes of the State in 
Which it sits. No objection was entered 
by Ford’s counsel to the calling of 
Cameron and it was not necessary for 
Judge Raymond to rule. He said he 
would not rule unless Saniro’s counsel 
should resort to cross-examination. 

It was regarded as possible that Mr. 
Ford might be calléd to testify under 
the same conditions. 

Ford today was reported in Sudbury, 
Mass., while Senator James A. Reed, of 
Missouri, chief of counsel for Ford, 
was in Washington, where he attended 
a meeting of,the Senate primary fund 
investigating “committee yesterday. — 


week-end. Senator Reed was expected 
to leave Washington tonight. There 
was no indication as to when Mr. Ford 
would return.

BORAH DENIES MEXICO, 


HAS COMMUNIST MOTIVE 


No Country Is More Vigilant 
Against Element, He Tells 
New Haven Meeting. 


POLICIES ARE SUPPORTED 


New Haven, Conn., March 20 (By A. 
P.).—Denying that communism had 


entered into, the Mexican situation, 
Chairman Borah of the Senate. foreign 
relations committee, 
plea for tolerance in dealing - with 
Mexico’s land problem in an address 
at a theater here under the auspices of 
the New Haven Trades council. 

“God has made us neighbors—let 
justice make us. friends,” declared the 
Idaho senator “The first step toward 
justice is to stop making false and un- 
fair statements about Mexico.” 

Declaring that the agrarian revolu- 
tion in Mexico began in 1910, seven 
years before the Russian revolution, he 
said communism and Russian influence 
have no more to do with either the 

origin or execution of Mexican policies 
than it has — those of the United 
States. 

“No country on this western eenitd: 
nent has been more outspoken or 
vigilant against- communism = than 
Mexico,” he continued. “The only 
communists who ever made any trouble 
with Mexico went there from the 
United States and were sent back by 
the Mexican government. 

‘Mexico has her troubles and her 
own idea of dealing with them and 
her policies, wise or unwise, are of her 
own making. She alone is responsible 
for those policies and for their execu- 
tion. ° 

“No one will deny the right of Mex- 
ico to pass the land laws she passed. 
Our government does not question it. 
The thing she has not the right to do 
is to destroy vested rights, to confis- 
cate. property. 

“I believe Mexico is acting in good 
faith. I have examined the laws of 
more than one country where the at- 
tempt has been made to break up large 
estates and in none of these countries 
do the laws more thoroughly respect 
the vested rights of foreigners. So long 
as there is evidence of a sincere effort 
to solve this problem in harmony with 
our substantial rights, I feel we should 
cooperate in a casa of genuine help 
and friendship.” 

Senator Borah was asked many ques- 


tions after completing his address, the 


queries touching on the League of 
Nations, international relations and 
Russia. 

Referring to the: relations of the 
United States with other countries, the 
senator said he was firmly opposed to 
“four foreign policies, one for. very 
small nations, one for small nations, 
one for large nations and one for the 
largest nations.” - 

He said he was strongly in favor of 
this country recognizing Russia. So 
long as the United States refuses to 
recognize Russia, he maintained, so 
long will this country retard the re- 
organization of Europe. Not only would 
he have official recognition but a large 
trade relationship as well, so that, he 
explained, the contact with Russia 
would work to her advantage in learn- 
ing the mistake she is making in 
bolshevist and communistic ventures.

Gunnery Sergt Morris Fisher, marine 
corps Winner of the world’s individual 
rifle championship in 1923 and 1924 
and olympic rifle champion of 1920 
and 1924, has begun training at the 
marine corps rifle range at Quantico 
for the international matches in Rome, 
Italy, in May or June of this year: 

Tryouts for the American team will 
be held in every State of the Union 
and will be participated in by army, 
navy, marine and civilian rifie shooters. 
The final tryout will be held at the 
Quantico range the latter part of April. 
The international championship was 
lost to. Switzerland in 1925 after an 
American team had won every year 
since 1920.

South Carolina’s fifth “blue” Sunday 
under Gov.

The governor, who has before him a 
bill modifying existing laws to permit 
golf playing and the sale of gasoline 
on Sunday, has announced he will 
make known his decision tomorrow. 
Those who have talked with him pre- 
dict a veto. 

At Aiken golfers today were protected 
by an injunction and constables al- 
lowed the game to be played at Flor- 


Ae in an adjoining county, unhind- 


ered. Sheriff Barnes, of Florence, had 
armmounced he would not tnterfere with 
those going to the links as long as play 
was allowed in Aiken. 

Howard Stark, an aviator, arrested 
at Florence Sunday for using his plane 
to transport passengers, continued to 
carry passengers for hire toaqay under 
the protection of a court order which 
set his case for hearing tomorrow. 

At, Camden and Sumter, where ar- 
rests of golfers were made last Sunday, 
none went to the course today, having 
generally agreed not to play or other- 
wise test the ancient statute pending 
definite settlement of the situation. 

Columbia ‘experienced an unusually 
quiet day. The governor was again ‘out 
of the city,” as he has usually been on 
Sundays. ° 

At Anderson, where no complaints 
were made, a hotel ‘served cigarettes 
free with the Sunday dinner, and a 
bottled soft drink: was on the menu 
with coffee, tea and milk. 

In Charleston, golf was played for 
the first time since the colonial blue 
laws were resurrected and soft drinks 
and tobaccos were sold freely by drug 
stores and other establishments.

JURY STILL AT ODDS 


Federal Judge Orders Court- 
room Cleared When Loud 
-Wrangling Is Heard. 


Chicago, March 20 (By A. P.).—The 
jury which since Thursday noon has 
been deadlocked over the case of 129 
jndividuals and firms engaged in the 
manufacture and sale of furniture ap- 
peared no nearer a verdict tonight. The 
defendants are charged with violating 
the Sherman antitrust lew. 

Federal Judge Carpenter has given 
no indication of how much longer he 
will keep the jury out. There has been 
no indication as to how the jury stands. 

‘Because the jury wrangled so vigor- 
ously this afternoon that the words of 


‘its members were heard in the court- 


room outside, Judge Carpenter ordered 
the room cleared and turned over to 
the jury for its deliberations. 

He said that in the event the jury 
reached a verdict during the day the 
bailiffs were instructed to seal it and 
hold the verdict for the opening of 
court tomorrow morning. 

Spectators in the courtroom included 
a number of the individual defendants 
and officials of some of the corporations 
under indictment.

The statement declares that the oil 
lands for which various companies 
have not applied for confirmatory con- 
cessions total 672,027 hectares, where- 
as the lands for which confirmatory 
concession applications have been 
the Trans-Continental produced from 


Applications on File. 


‘ Applications also have been. made 
‘for preferential concessions totaling 
3,784,372. hectares and for ordinary 
concessions totaling more than_7,000,- 
000 hectares. 

The statement says that from 89 to 
91 per cent of El Aguila’s oil produc- 
tion was obtained in November and 
December from lands for which con- 
firmatory concessions have been ap- 
plied, while during the same months 
the Trans-Continental produced from 
67 to 72 per ‘cent from lands for 
which the law has been accepted.

be likely to arise from an incursion 
of Albanian revolutionaries from Jugo- 
Slav territory. 

The foreign minister, 
‘ays, gave them assurance that the 
Jugoslav government would do nothing 
to trouble the peace of the Balkans. 

The Jugosiav government is ready to 
submit the question of the preservation 
of order in Albania and the indepen- 
dence of that state to’ the control of 
the League of Nations, the Belgrade 
correspondent of Le Matin says he has 
learned from an authoritative source. 
In. case of trouble arising in Albania, 
the Jugoslav government would not be 
opposed to the league sending an in- 
ternational expeditionary corps to 
maintain order and to pacify that 
country. 

The French government has let it be 


known. that it will counsel Jugoslavia | 


to be moderate and simultaneously tnat 
the French foreign office. is persuaded 
Italy will keep herself in a conelliatory 
mood. Paris has received a note from 
Rome identic with those which have 
been sent to London and Berlin. 

The Parisian newspapers appear 
largely neutral, but through a majority 
of their commentaries runs a cvtrent 
of criticism of what the Journa! Des 
Debats calls “effervescence methods” in 
Italy. 

“We do not Know ‘what is golng on 
on the Albanian-Serbian frontier,” this 
paper says, “but we are sure that the 
Jugoslavian government is not foment- 
ing any revolution in Albania.” 


Belgrade Denies Coup. 


Belgrade, March 20 (By A.’P.).—Al- 
though the relations between Jugo- 
slavia and Italy. have suffered as a re- 
sult of the Italian-Albanian pact, the 
Agence Avala, the Jugoslavian news 
agency, has issued an official govern- 
ment denial that any military prepara- 
tions are being made on*the Albanian 
frontier envisaging a coup d’etat for 
the overthrow of.the present regime in 
Albania. 

The statement declares that such re- 
ports have been invented entirely and 
that furthermore Jugodslavia wants only 
peace in the Balkans. 

Aibanian emigrants, who left. Albania 
because of their opposition to the pres- 


ent regime and consequently would be 


the most likely to create trouble it was 
stated, kave been interned in Croatia 
far from the frontier.

Asserts Republicans Now Plan, 
Bill Similar to Defeatec 
minority Proposals.

“Coolidge economy” and the treat- 
ment accorded the Democratic tax re- 
duction program at the last session vf 
Congress came in for attack yesterday 
from two Democratic quarters. 

Asserting that “appropriations by the 
last Congress were nearly four times as 
great as in 1916 under the Wilson ad- 
ministration, the Democratic national 
committee, in a statement, asked: 

“What about this Coolidge economy 
ec industriously asserted and reasserted 
by overlings and echoed and reechoed 
ry underlings?” 

Chairman Oldfield of the Democratic 
national congressional committee, de- 
clared in a statement that American 
consumers this year will pay. nearly 
$1,000,000,000 more in living costs than 
they would have had the Democratic 


tax revision plan been adopted by the 
last Congress. 


Federal Outlays Contrasted. 


“While nobody should expect appro- 
priations to be no greater now than 
they were before the world war,” the 
national committee statement added, 
“appropriations are still double what 
they were in 1916, after deducting ap- 
rropriations for tax refunds. prohibition 
enforcement, cooperative road building 
and forest reserve roads, items which 
appeared since the 1916 budget. 

The committee asserted that the nine 
years which have elapsed since the 
armistice would appear sufficient time 
to get back “near a state of normalcy.” 

“Coolidge economy is ‘constructive’ 
and vociferous,” the statement con- 
cluded. “It. requires budgetary in- 
genuity to ‘construe’ a twofold and 
fourfold increase in appropriations as a 
saving.” 

Estimating a surplus this year of 
more than $500,000,000 from income tax 
payments, Chairman Oldfield’ said 
President Coolidge and Republican 
leaders in the Senate now favor a tax 
revision plan almost identical with the 
bill introduced by Democratic members 
of the House ways and means commit- 
tee. That bill, he added, would have 
reduced taxes $350,000,000, but. was de- 
feated by the Republicans, who claimed 
the surplus would not exceed $400,000,- 
000 and held any cut would be unsafe. 

“The corporation tax reduction pro- 
posed by the Democrats.” he continued, 


“would have been of great relief to the; 5 


smaller corporations, and would have 
saved the consuming public hundreds 
of millions of dollars, for 70 per cent 
of the corporation tax is passed on and 
pyramided, so’ that if the rates had 
been lowcred as we proposed, effective 
On taxes now being paid, the total 
benefit to all of the people would have 
been close to $1,000,000,000.”’

New York, March 20 (BY the Associ- 
ated Press).—The expansion of business 
rwas accelerated during the past week 
by the opening up of spring retail 
trade. Weather conditions in most sec- 
tions of the country were ideal, and

rural districts where bad roads exerted 

'a retarding influence. Wholesale trade, 
on the other hand, was subject to the 
seasonal slacking off, spring deliveries 
having been practically completed, 
while the movement of later goods was 
not yet well under way. 

Most of the so-called indices of busi- 
ness were of a favorable order. The steel 
industry showed continued improve- 
ment both as to production and price. 
The industry was reported close to 90 
per cent of its ingot production capac- 
ity.

Bank clearings in the.leading finan- 
cial centers of the country advanced 
approximately 10 per cent over those 
of a year ago, and the daily average of 
the first two months of 1927. Credit 
conditions continued easy, and signifi- 
cance was seen in the fact that the first 
quarterly payment of income taxes was 
accomplished on March 15 without any 
noticeable depletion of the surplus 
supply of money. 

Car loadings showed further in- 
crease, although the gain was largely 
made up of heavy coal shipments from 
the Union bituminous fields. Grain 
and merchandise movements’ were 
above last year’s figures, while live 
stock and forest products showed a 
falling off. 


Dry Goods Conditions Improve. 
Coincident with the advance of the 


|/season, dry goods conditions improved, 


particularly in the lines of cotton, 
rayon and silk. At the same time the 
wool industry displayed signs of falter- 
ing and the closing of some of the mills 
in that field was an adverse feature of 
the week. 

{ Agricultural reports varied. Wet 
weather in the South interrupted work 
in the cotton fields, although prepara- 
tions for seeding went steadily forward, 
particularly along the northern fringe 


in the middle West were excellent and 
good progress was reported in most of 
the winter wheat regions. Spring oats 
sowing has been delayed by wet soil. 

Mild weather brought about the 
usual seasonal cut in coal prices a lit- 
tle earlier than is ordinarily the case. 
These reductions as a rule are to be 
expected about the ist of April. 

A slight decrease in unemployment 
was noted, but this was largely due to 
growing activity in out-of-door occu- 
pations, advancing with spring. Farm- 
ing and building lines claimed a share 
of the increase in the total of workers, 
while others were taken in by expand- 
ing automobile plants.

The low 
rate of the new government financing, 
reflecting a likelihood of no immediate 
stiffening of money, also is used as an 
optimistic argument. Significance is 
seen, too, in the growing government 
surplus, with its resultant talk of tax 
cuts or further reduction in the public 
debt. That tax revision downward will 
come before the next Congress is in- 
dicated by a number of straws, includ- 
ing President Coolidge’s recent state- 
ment favoring reduction if business 
conditions continue good.

THE “SLUSH FUND” COMMITTEE. 


The question whether or not the Reed 
“slush fund’’ committee survived the Sixty- 
ninth Congress will apparently be referred to 
the courts. The effort of members of the com- 
mittee to carry on its work met with an ob- 
stacle when David S. Barry, sergeant at arms 
of the Senate, asked for time in which to con- 
sult legal counsel before accepting $1,009 
which the members of the committee. offered 
to advance to cover expenses in going to Penn- 
sylvania and impounding ballot boxes in four 
counties. Mr. Barry did. not refuse to obey 
the directions. of Senator Reed, but pointed 
out that it was a serious question whether 
he was authorized by law to accept, private 
money for the prosecution of public business, 
Without waiting for Mr. Barry to satisfy him- 
, self upon the’ point, members of the committee 
directed a private citizen to proceed to Penn- 
sylvania and get the ballot boxes. The letter 
containing this direction stated that this 
private citizen was appointed attorney for the 
committee. 

Section 52 of the Revised Statutes provides 


» that the sergeant at arms of the Senate shall 


not receive, directly or indirectly, any fees or 
other compensation or emolumecnt whatever 
for performing the duties of his office, or in 
connection therewith. Section 1464 provides 
that no allowance or compensation shall be 
made for any extra service whatever, which 
any officer or clerk may be required to per- 
form, unless expressly authorized by law. 
Section 1465 provides that no officer in the 
public.service shall receive any additional pay, 
extra allowance, or compensation, in any form 
whatever, for the disbursement of public 
money, or for any other service or duty, un- 
less the same is authorized by law. It has 


p_—heen repeatedly held that no public officer is 


authorized to accept private money for the 
execution of any public duty. 

The fact that Senator Keyes, chairman of 
the Senate committee on contingent expenses, 
refused to sign vouchers for the Red com- 
mittee, on the ground. that the committee 
ceased to exist on Marth 4, was sufficient 
reason for Sergeant at Arms Barry to consult 
counsel as to his duty in connection with the 
“slush fund’’ committee. Mr. Barry is the 
officer of the Senate, and his acts might result 
in very serious injury to individuals if it 
should develop that he bad acted without 
authority of the Senate. He was placed on 
notice.that the Reed committee was not. in 
existence when Senator Keyes refused to pro- 
vide funds for the committee. If Mr. Barry 
had taken money advanced by individuals and 
used it in the name of the Senate in behalf of 
a. committee that may not be in existence, he 
might have violated the law. 

Can the Reed committee appoint another 
person to perform the duty of the sergeant 
at arms of the Senate? The law seems to 
prohibit such action. Section 1464 provides 
that no allowance or compensation-shall be 
Made to any officer or clerk, by reason of the 
discharge of duties which belong to any other 
officer or clerk. 

~The question whether the “‘slush fund” com-

' be answered finally only. by the Senate. 
" Rot be settled by the di¢tum of the members 
' of the committee. Possibly the question will 
come before the Pennsylvania courts when

OVERPLANTING COTTON AGAIN. 


Old ‘Latin textbooks, used in the schools 
throughout the world, curry the assertion that 
“experience teaches,’’ or ‘‘experentia docet.”’ 
Many years ago we were assured that “burned 


children dread the fire,’’ which is only another 


way-’of saying the same thing. 

But no burning by fire, and no experiénce 
teaches the cotton planter, the wheat farmer 
or the corn raiser that overproduction is as 
certain to be followed by reduced prices as it 
is that summer follows winter. 

Consequently there is nothing strange in 
the news published by the Department of 
Agriculture, and py @inofficial observers, where- 
in the country is’ advised that all prospects 
point to an even larger acreage of farm pro- 
duce than ever this spring. The planters and 
farmers of the grain “belts seem to be unable 
to realize that the McNary-Haugen Dill is 
permanently dead and that in spite of the ef- 
forts of the ‘‘farm bloc’’ that bill, nor any 
similar measure designed to overcome the 
natural laws.of supply and demand, can: not 
be revivified. 

But what has become of the movement 
among the bankers of the cotton States who 
were io have conducted a campaign to curtail 
the cotton acreage to be planted? Visitors 
returning from the cotton belt report that 
every available acre is being prepared for 
planting, and that notwithstanding the reports 
of the observers of the Department of Agri- 
culture, who predict increased plantings of 
wheat and’ potatoes in the Southern States 
there is every reason to fear that the cotton 
acreage wilt be even greater than last year. 

The experience gained by the overproduction 
of the staple during the last two seasons ap- 
pears to mean nothing in the lives of the 
Southern people. They will plant cotton and 
mortgage the prospective crops to the store- 
keepers and the bankers, who in turn will 
forget that their fingers were badly scorched 
by the low prices that prevailed in the cotton 
markets last year, and which are still far be- 
low the figure which the cotton raisers’ spokes- 
men insist is the actual cost of production. 

The idea that overproduction is a com- 
mercial crime will never be admitted by the 
planter who knows # all. There are no 
farmers so blind as those who decline to use 
their own eyes, abd none S0 deaf as those who 
simply will not listen to the warnings of ex- 
perience. 


A FORTUNE FOR A NAME. 


When Button Gwinnett signed his name to 
the Declaration of Independence in the early 
summer of 1776 he probably could not Have 
sold a replica of that Signature for a copper 
penny. 

Only in recent years has there been ex- 
hibited any particular curiosity as to who has 
the Button Gwinnett signature. There are 
four or five of these autographs known to be 
in existence and every time one has been dis- 
covered and offered for sale some enthusiastic 
gatherer of the “sign manuals’ of the great 
or near great, has invariably paid for the lat: 
est more money than the one previously- of- 
fered at auction. The pinnacle was reached 
last week. 

In 1777 Button Gwinnett wrote a letter toa 
clerk on a United States ship then tied up in 
Philadelphia. One hundred and fifty years 
later the great-great-grandson of that clerk, 
remembering that there was stored in an out- 
house a number of old manuscripts which had 
been handed down in the family for several 
generations, dug up the old letter and sent it 
to an auction house to be sold. The sale came 
off last week, and after spirited bidding the 
fifth of the Gwinnett autographs, was knocked 
down to Dr. Rosenbach for $51,000. After 
deducting advertising expenses and commis- 
sions John Cecil Clay, the inheritor of the 
“scrap of paper,” is $40,800 richer’ than he 
ever dreamed that he would be, and is now 
able to paint his farmhouse white and the 
blinds green, which has been his desire for 
some years.

IDENTIFYING OLD MSS. 


It'is possible fqr the average person with 
no great pretensions to scholarship to realize, 
at least to some extent, the joy experienced 
by a research worker who unexpectedly comes 
upon a manuscript long given up for lost or 
never previously known to be in existence. It 
is, however, rather difficult for the same 
average person to understand the pleasure 
which the delver in records of the remgte past 
derives from poring over and deciphering well 
known but unpublished manuscripts. To the 
former it seems an eye-wearying, brain-fag- 
ging, merye-racking occupation, as flat, stale 
and unprofitable as_ the proverbial sailor’s 
biscuit. To him the crabbed character of the 
script, the difficulty in arriving at the mean- 
ing, and the frequent uncertainty as to the 
personality of the author and the place and 
date at which he wrote would be absolutely 
repellent. ;

‘place of origin, he remembered the legend 


about King Edmund, and that made every- 
thing plain to him. When Edmund was be- 
headed by the Danes, his followers found his 
They searched for it 
in the woods, and at last they heard a voice 
calling ‘‘Here, here,’’ and going to the spot, 
they found the king’s head, guarded by a she 
wolf. The provost thereupon concluded that 
the Bible in question was written at the Abbey 
of St. Edmund, at Bury, and ultimately found 


further evidence that his conclusion was right. 


Such delights are, of course, not for the 


‘uninitiated; but for the adept who has good

Before Mrs. Mina Van Winkle pushes 
further her suggestion that a play jury be 
established for the censorship of local theaters, 
she would do well to examine carefully the 
experience of New York city with a similar 
body. The scheme has been given an ex- 
haustive trialin New York, and was abandoned 
only a few weeks ago in favor of direct prose- 


cution of producers of and actors in improper 


plays under the existing criminal statutes. 

New York found that the jury was of no 
value whatsoever. Its members were quick 
to report for tickets when the word was sent 
around that a play was scheduled for review, 
but very slow to report to headquarters with 
an opinion. There seemed to bé no way to 
keep such matters secret, and invariably the 
jury inspection was turned to the benefit of 
the producer as a publicity coup. Now and 
then several lines of a play were deleted or 
changed. Rarely, if ever, was a play driven 
from the boards, and always following an in- 
spection by the jury the standing room only 
signs appeared. There is reason to believe 
that exactly the same thing would happen in 
Washington. 


CHANGING HABITS. 


The Department of Commerce, in its biennial 
census of manufactures taken in 1926, bas dis- 
covered that the value of all woolen and 
worsted goods produced in the United States 
amounted to more than 3957,000,000 in 1925, 
a decrease of nearly 10 per cent. as compared 
with $1,060,000,000 in 1923. Practically all 
classifications decreased save woolen and 
worsted yarns, domett flannels and shirtings, 
satinets and linseys and cotton warp blankets. 
In 1923 nearly 2,500,000 square yards of horse 
blankets were turned out, with a total value 
$1,300,000, In 1925 only 1,400,000 square 
yards of coverings for Old Dobbin were pro- 
duced, and the value had shrunk to $785,000. 

In 1923, some 535,000 square yards of-car- 
riage and automobile robes were produced, 
having a value of $619,000. Two years later 
only 590,000 square yards of these coverings 
passed from the manufacturer to dealers’ 
shelves, but the value had risen to nearly 
$670,000. 

It js not difficult to explain the fact that 
production of automobile robes has slackened. 
The past five years have witnessed a tre- 
mendous increase in the demand for the closed 
motor car. Formerly a robe was an essential 
during cold weather. The closed caf, however, 
with its heater, has changed the robe from a 
necessity to a luxury, so that, despite the fact 
that the volume of ‘production has decreased, 
the value has become greater. 

This year bids fair to continue the same 
story. What with the mild winter and the ex- 
traordinarily early summer there may be no

LESS TEA DRINKING. 


The Department of Commerce will close sis 
tea examining office in Chicago on March 31. 
The Federal tea inspection act requires that 
all shipments of this beverage imported into 
the United States be examined before being 
admitted, to see that the teas come up to cer- 
tain standards of quality and purity. Officials 
in charge of enforcement of the act have long 
had a policy of providing an inspection’ office 
at every port through which 5,000,000 pounds 
or more of tea are brought in annually. For- 
merly the quantity entering at Chicago was 
quite large and an inspector has been stationed 
there for many years. Lately, however, im- 
ports have greatly decreased, until during the 
ten months ended January 31, 1927, there 
was examined at Chicago only a little more 
than 2,300,000, pounds. The bureau of chem- 
istry does not believe that this small amount 
warrants the continuance of the office. 

One wonders if perchance the published re- 
ports concerning the increase in tea consump, 
tion in the United States are not in error.

Contrary to the inference which is ap- 
parently drawn in the editorial, each 
American organization holding mem- 


bership in the International chamber, ; 


both technically and in practice, main- 
tains its.complete independence in con- 
nection with any action taken by the 
International Chamber of Commerce. 

It so happens morcover that the trade 
barriers committee of the American, 
section of the International Chamber 
of Commerce, has definitely set out its 
opinion on tariff in its report as fol- 
lows: “It is'' generally acknowledged 
that the, absence of trade barriers 
throughout the whole area of the 
United States, nearly as large ag Europe 
itself, renders unnecessary in the United 
States many of the steps desirable in 
Europe. Instructed by our Own experi- 
ence, the American committee feel that 
substantially similar freedom of com- 
merce and trade in Europe would in- 
evitably result in great benefit togthe 
European peoples. 

“We believe we accurately reflect gen- 
eral business opinion in this country 
when we state that the United States 
is strongly committed to the principle 
that our high standards of living and 
wage scales require tariff protection to 
preserye them as long as such great 
disparity exists between them and other 
standards of living and wage scales.” 

The editorial mentions the third 
congress of the International Chamber 
of Commerce, held at Brussels in June, 
1926, and states that a resolution was 
adopted favoring an international cut 
in tariffs. Although there were a num- 
ber of statements on the subject no 
such resolution was adopted by the 
Internationa! Chamber of Commerce at 
the Brussels meeting, of at any other 
meeting. 

The editorial recites that at the last 
meeting of the United States Chamber 
resolutions were adopted favoring a 
modification of the policy of the United 
States so as to permit reciprocal reduc- 
tions in the American tariff in ex- 
change for similar reductions in~ for- 
eign tariffs. You must have been mis- 
informed on this point, for no such 
resolution was adopted at the last mcet- 
ing of the Chamber of Commerce of 
the United States, or at any other time.

The bulls of Wall street need have 
no fears, say Washington officials, that 
a bear trap will be sprung’ by Howard 
Sutherland, who holds the key to the 
world’s most peculiar trusteeship. 

As the nation’s fifth alien property 
custodian, he holds a club, which, if 
wielded, might cause either a break or 
a rise in the big industrials’ stock mar- 
ket barometer through private or open 
market sales, but his associates see no 
such disturbance on the financial horl- 
zon. 

This club representes some $40,000,- 
000 in stock in about 1,200 American 
companies and is held for the account 
of former enemy aliens from whom 
it was seized during the war. Some 
fears have been expressed since the 
recent private sale of a large block of 


Western Maryland holdings by the 
custodian that further important liqui- 
dations might follow. 

The Western Maryland sale, which 
brought into trust accounts more than 
$4,000,000, together with the announce- 
ment that consent of foreign owners 
would be sought to sell the remaining 
11,000 shares held by them in the 
road, does not mean, officials here de- 
clare, that the custodian has adopted 
or will adopt a general liquidation 
policy with regard to the stocks now 
on hand. 


Valued at $50,000,000. 


This stock, including large blocks of 
Pennsylvania railroad, Baltimore & 
Ohio, United States Steel, Anaconda 
Copper, bank stock and Philippine hold- 
ings, all of which has an estimated 
market value of about $50,000,000, as 
compared with a book value placed at 
time of seizure of around $40,000,000, 
will be held intact, it is explained, and 
not disposed of, except perhaps in small 
amounts, and then only when the own- 
ers desire and an advantageous offer 
presents itself. 

Another sale by the custodian ne- 
gotiated at about the same time as that 
of the Western Maryland brought about 
$400,000 for an as yet unnamed rail- 
road stock, but it is pointed out that 
this, like the Western Maryland, was

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A report recently submitted by the 
custodian to President Coolidge cover- 
ing the calendar year 1926 does not list 
the exact amounts of stock held in 
this and that corporation, and cus- 
todian officials feel that to make pub- 
lic individual holdings or even total 
holdings in a certain corporation would 


+ be to betray a trust imposed in them 


by law. They treat such matters as 
highly confidential, like any other trust 
company would be forced to do, if, they 
say, some one sought the amount of 
an individual’s holdings in its care 
without due process of law. 


Releases In Small Amounts. 


Some stockholdings are released out- 
right to claimants by the custodian, 
but these usually are in small amounts. 
Claims totaling $334,795,615, including 
interest and income accruals, had been 
paid to former enemy aliens up to the 
end of 1926. The custodian’s office 
was created in 1918, when, with one 
swoop, the United States seized all 
enemy ships within its harbors, patents, 
trademarks and securities. Under a 
speeding-up process claims rapidly are 
being disposed of, the smaller ones by 
the custodian, and those over $10,000 
by the Department of Justice. 

As seized real estate and other 
property is sold for the accounts of 
the foreign owners, the proceeds are 
placed in the Treasury, which, at the 
end of last year, had invested all ex- 
cept $320,000 of the $180,000,000 in 
cash turned over to it by the custodian. 

Of the seized securities now held in 
the New York Federal Reserve Bank, 
$30,658,656 are in bonds other than 
bond investments by the Treasury, and 
several million dollars represents real 
estate, mortgage and other investments. 


Now On Better Basis. 


Mr. Sutherland’s report declares the 
administration of this singular trustee- 
ship “is now upon a better and more 
practical basis than at any time in its 
history, partiy due to the lapse of time 
and consequent ability to institute 
needed reforms and adopt better 
methods.” 

Although 60 clerks of the comptroller 
general’s office of the Treasury con- 
ducted last year a sweeping investiga- 
tion of the custodian’s office since its 
inception and criticized some past 
transactions in their report, no fault 
was found, the custodian reported, with 
the administration of the office during

Lyons, Ga., March 20 (By A. P.).— 
Special terms of superior court are 
scheduled to get under way in two 
counties this week in connection with a 
series of floggings and alleged masked 
band operations. 

Toombs county superior court is to 
convene here Tuesday to try six men 
under indictment in connection with 
the flogging of the Rev. J. T. Jones a 
year ago, while Treutlen county supe- 
rior court was to begin a special ses- 
sion at Soperton tomorrow to consider 
“all and any business” that may come 
before it. 

Treutlen county was the scene a few 
weeks ago of a flogging administered 
to Editor H. M. Flanders, of the Soper- 
ton News. The grand jury, which has 
been called to meet with the special 
term of court, will investigate the whip- 
ping. 

Sheriff Is Suspect. 


Five men, including the county sher- 
iff, have been arrested in the Flanders 
flogging case. They were released under 
heavy bond. Later the sheriff and two 
others were rearrested and charged with 
burning the sheriff’s automobile. In- 
vestigators said the car had proved to 
be one of the chief clues. 

Meanwhile, citizens and officers of 
both Toombs and Treutlen counties 
have indignantly denied newspaper 
stories about “wholesale floggings and 
hooded band activities.” The counties 
now are quiet and the citizens declare 
their law enforcement officers have the 
situation in hand.

ELECTRIC MONOPLY 
FEARED BY PINCHOT 


One Forming With Light- 


ning Swiftness, He 
Tells Governors. 


(By the Associated Press.) 

Former Gov. Pinchot of Pennsylvania 
charges, in a letter he has written to 
the governors of all the States, that a 
“gigantic, unified, nation-wide electric 
monopoly” is forming in the United 
States with lightning swiftness. 

The letter, made public last night, 
declared that what the people are pay- 
ing for their electricity and what 
would be a fair price for them to pay 
is one of the “biggest and most signifi- 
cant questions’”’ now before the Con- 
gress and the governments of the va- 
rious States. Citing his own State as 
an example, Mr. Pinchot said: 

“The increase in value of stock for 
ten holding companies, which control 
Pennsylvania power and light corpora- 
tions, from 1920 to 1925, averaged 286 
per cent. For four of these companies 
it was over 1,000 per cent and for one 
of them more than 10,000 per cent in 
five years.”

At the risk of repetition, I again 
strongly emphasize the importance of 
using the informatory double conserva- 
tively. With a dependable partner— 
one who can be relied upon to have 
at least five high cards of such strength 
and with such guards that they will 
probably take tricks—the informatory 
double usually is effective and rarely 
produces a loss of any consequence, 
but the improvident doubler who, with- 
out the requisite strength, may be 
forcing his partner to assume a con- 
tract to take eight tricks with a hand 
not good for even one, is a very dan- 
gerous vis-a-vis. When @ player an- 
nounces that he will not double unless 
he has the five high-card strength re- 
quirement above described, and lives 

up to his announcement, he avoids se- 
rious losses and maintains the confi- 
dence of the partner. 

One other essential point to be re- 


| membered in connection with the use 


of the informatory double is that the 
partner (in the absence of an inter- 
vening adverse bid) is forced to bid; 
consequently his bid (unless he rebid) 
can not be depended upon as showing 
anything more than four cards of the 
suit he names. It is a common and 
serious error for a doubler who has dou- 
bled soundly with a holding just suf- 
ficient to justify the double to feel 
that when the answer of the partner 
happens to be in a suit in which the 
doubler is strong, it is the duty of the 
doubler to raise the partner’s bid. 
This is an unsound practice which pro- 
duces innumerable and serious losses. 
When the doubler’s strength no more 
than justifies his double, the partner 
of the doubler should thereafter do all 
the talking. If south (Dealer) bid one 
No Trump, West holding: 

Sp: A-10-x Ht: K-x-x-x Di: K-J-x Cl: 
Q-10-x would have a sound double, but 
if North pass, East bid two Hearts, and 
South two No Trumps, West should 
not bid three Hearts; East’s forced bid 
may have been made with four worth- 
less Hearts and a trickless hand.

I 
do not want to see it exalted to its 
ruin by uncomprehensive forces out- 
side the college life, nor do I want to 
see it stifled to its denen by exasperated 
forces within. . 


“Specifically, I should like to 
have the Dartmouth athletic coun- 
cil at some convenient time give 
its consideration to the following 
proposals, which represent a dis- 
tillation from many different plans 
which have been put forward, here 
or there, at one time or another: 


“First, eligibility for participation in 
intercollegiate football on varsity teams 
to be limited to men in their sopho- 
more and junior years in college. 

“Second, intercollegiate football con- 
tests in the major games of the sched- 
ule to be arranged on a reciprocal 
basis, by which each college should 
develop from the varsity squad two 
major teams, one of which should play 
at home and the other of which should 
play on the rival’s home grounds. 

“Third, all coaching to be done by 
undergraduates, presumably by seniors 
who had acquired knowledge and ex- 
perience during their participation in 
intercollegiate athletics previously.”

3 GROUPS NOW IN BRAZIL' 


Pernambuco, Brazil, March 20 (By A: 
P.).—Three. long-distance aerial expe- 
ditions which have held world-wide in- 
terest are on Brazilian soil at present, 
and two of them passed each other here 
today. 

The Pan-American good-will flight 
squadron of the United States army, 
headed homeward up the east coast of 
South America, left Porto de Pedras, 
Brazil, early this morning and arrived 
here at 8:18 a.m. Six hours later the 
Americans took off again and arrived 
at Port Natal late this afternoon. 

Maj. Sarmento Beires, Portuguese 
aviator, who is attempting to fly west- 


ward around the world, passed the 
Americans here this morning, flying in 
the opposite direction. He intends to 
go to Buenos Aires and later cross 
South America. Maj. HBeires left Port 
Natal, Brazil, at 7 a. m. and arrived 
here at 10:21 a. m. 

Commander Francesco de Pinedo, 
Italian flier, who is engaged on a four- 
continent flight, was at Guajara-Mirim 
today pfeparing to leave for Manaos. 
Guajara-Mirim is far in the interior of 
Brazil, for Commander de Pinedo is at- 
tempting the first flight ever made 
across the jungles of Brazil. He also 
is bound for the United States. 

Manaos, Brazil, March 20 (By A. P.). 
Commander Francesco de Pinedo, Ital- 
ian aviator, arrived here(ate today from 
Guajara-Mirim, a hop of 650 miles. 

Commander de Pinedo’s arrival yes- 
terday at Manaos completes one of the 
most difficult and dangerous stages of 
his four-continent flight. Although still 
far in the interior of Brazil, the next 
lap will carry him down the Amazon to 
Guarapa and Para which offers com- 
paratively less peril. 

From the time that the intrepid long- 
distance aviator took off from Asuncion, 
Paraguay, on March 16, until his ar- 
rival at Manaos, he traveled over one 
of the most picturesque but hazardous 
portions of western Brazil. The route 
carried him from Asuncion to Corumba, 
thence to San Luiz de Caceres and from 
there to Guajara-Mirim.

New York, March 20.—Joseph Perkins, 
bs young patrolman attached to the 
Fifth -avenue station, Brooklyn, Was 
shot and killed this morning by his 
brother, Roy, also a member of the 
police force. The shooting came at the 
termination of an all-night party in 
the@apartment of Mrs. Annetta Schickle, 
in Brooklyn. 

After a seven-hour grilling by many 
investigators, Roy, was placed under ar- 


rest and charged with homicide. His 
story that he became a fraticide when 
the trigger of his police revolver caught 
in his sweater and the gun accidentally 
went off did not satisfy Assistant Dis- 
trict Attorney Charles Cohen. The 
patrolman will be arraigned tomorrow 
in Brooklyn homicide court. 

Three fiashily dressed girls who were 
present at festivities in the flat have 
been subpenaed to appear at the dis- 
trict attorney's office for further grill- 
ing. Mrs. Schickle, with whom the 
youthful trio live, also was subpenaed. 

The girls contend they were in the 
kitchen of the _ six-room apartment 
when brother shot brother. They gave 
the police no information except to 
narrate the events of the night, which 
apparently was a session pf great amia- 
bility. 

Another patrolman, Frank Drake, at- 
tached to the Fourth avenue station, 
Brooklyn, was a member of the gay 
group. He, too, was in the kitchen, he 
says. The only eyewitnesses of the kill- 
ing is Wilfred Sullivan, a 23-year-old 
clerk, who corroborates the prisoner’s 
story that the gun went off accl- 
dentally. Drake and Sullivan will ap- 
pear tomorrow for further questioning.

FIVE TAKEN IN RIOT CALL 


Patrolman Miles Znamenacek, of the 
Eleventh precinct, was mobbed late 
yesterday when he attempted to raid 
an alleged dice game in the rear of his 
home, 1227 C street southeast.

“IT am not in sympathy with those 
who are trying to clip the wings of the 
council.. In fact, I am rather in favor 
of extending and broadening rather 
than restricting the powers of the 
council.”

Nine Parasites Found 
To J apanese Beetle 


After four years of combing Japan for 
parasites to the Japanese beetle, which 
has caused serious destruction to both 
cultivated and native plants in. this 
country within a large infested area, 
nine promising species have been found, 
according to a bulletin issued by the 
Department of Agriculture. 

Although the beetle, or popillia Ja- 
ponica, is not regarded as a serious pest 
in Japan, it has proved a menace to 
American agriculture since it was first 
found here in 1916. Chemical and cul- 
tural control methods are costly and 
are only effective when diligently ap- 
plied, and American parasites and pred- 
ators seem to be negligible factors in 
checking its increase.
